| "Batting of balls is not permitted at Bass, 

Bowser, Camp Allen (shelter area only), 

| Lafayette, and Miner playgrounds. Hard ball 
batting is not permitted at Kettler and 

Packard parks. Whiffle ball batting is per- 

mitted at all parks and playgrounds".
